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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed 1 9 February 201 0. The 
Examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 2, 9, 1 1 , and 1 7, as well as the 
cancellation of claims 1 and 14. Claims 2-7, 9-13, 15, and 17 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7, 9-1 3, 1 5, and 1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a method of planning a radiation 
therapy comprising the steps of applying a first surface mesh to the object of interest in 
a first image, performing an adaptation of the first surface mesh to a surface of the 
object of interest in a target volume in the first image resulting in a second surface 
mesh, applying the same second surface mesh to the object of interest in a second 
subsequently captured image, performing a second adaptation of the second surface 
mesh to the surface of an object of interest in the second image resulting in a third 
surface mesh, determining the deformation of the object of interest between the first and 
second images based on the difference between the second and third surface meshes, 
and determining and adjusting the radiation dose distribution in the target volume based 
on the determined deformation. Additionally, no prior art of record teach or fairly suggest 
a method of planning a radiation therapy comprising the steps of applying a first surface 
mesh to the object of interest in a first image, performing an adaptation of the first 
surface mesh to a surface of the object of interest in a target volume in the first image 
resulting in a second surface mesh, determining the deformation of the object of interest 
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between the first and second images based on the difference between the first and 
second surface meshes, and determining and adjusting the radiation dose distribution in 
the target volume based on the determined deformation.
